the significant aecomplishrmmts of he 
past fiscal year, two new wheats nam- 
«d Forward and Honor that have been 
developed in the br.-eding experiments 
in cooperation with the agricultural 
experiment station of Cornell Univer­ 
sity. These are now being grown com- 
mert illy, and seed is offered for sale 
by sectftwnetl and farmers 
in 
New 
York State. 
Kota, a bearded, hard red spring 
arlety, discovered m 1918 to be es­ 
pecially resistant to stem ru*t, was 
grown in 1921 at 80 experiment sta­ 
tion- to determine its value in com- 
arison with adapted commercial va­ 
rieties of both common 
ami durum 
wheats. 
During the past three years 
its resistance to stem rust has proved 
nearly equal to that of the most re- 
istant durum 
varieties. 
The com­

Ark. is almost the exact apposite of 
what happened last sum m er at H er­ 
rin, III. 
The mine guards at H errin 
were lynched in protest against the 
e mployment of strike-breakers and ;n 
revenge for the killing of striker* by 
guards. 
At Harrison one striker has 
been lyncheel and either* m altreated by 
citizens’ 
com m ittee 
in protest 
against the ty ir ;-up 
of the railroad 
service and in Tevenge* for dam age to 
railroad property. 
Yet the two 
oc­ 
currences have practically 
the same 
economic origin. The H errin m assacre 
was an incident in the 
nation-wide 
strike for a renewal of the w ar-tim e 
wage scale in bitum inous mines. The 
uprising at Harrison results from the 
attem pt of the Misaouri & N orth A r­ 
kansas Railroad to reduce wages 
in 
¿■fiance of the Railroad Labor BoaTd. 
The railw ay employe« struck against 
that reduction and used sabotage to 
nforce their demands. 
The citizens 
and farm ers of H arrison could not a f­ 
ford a local em bargo and therefore 
rganized a vigilance 
com m ittee to 
elisci-plinc the unron. 
But the nation 
al deflation of labor would not lead to 
b itter open w arfare in 
which 
mine 
guards are shot to death by strikers 
and strikers are strung up by mer^ 
chants and farm ers if thv1 principles 
and practice of lynch law had not tak 
r. a dangerous hold on the popular 
m agination in many sections of the 
country. 
As a people we have not yet 


discovered the futility of violence in 
adjusting our industrial difficulties.—
